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Divers Articles ofthe Law of Immigra- 
tion, enacted by the Argentine Con- 
gress, at Buenos Aires (Oct. 6 18'76) 
and which chiefly concern intending 
emigrants from Europe. 
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Art. 9. The Bureau of Immigration at Buenos Aires and the 
Commissions at their various head quarters shall, whenever it may 
be necessary, have placed under their direct control a Labour 
and Employment Bureau to be served by such a number of em- 
ployés, as may be fixed by the Budget. 

Arte. ro. Said Offices are bound and empowered : 

rst, To attend to such applications of masters, artisans, 
journeymen or workmen as may be sent in to them. 

2. To secure advantageous terms tor the employment of 
immigratns and to see that such employment be given 
by people of good repute. 

3. To take cognizance at the request of the immigrants 
ofsuch agreements as to work as said immigrants may 
make and to see to their strict observance on the part 
of masters. 
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Arte, rr. Atsuch places where there are no employment-of- 
fices, the duties incumbent on these will be carried out by the Com- 
mission of Immigration. 
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Arte. 14. Every immigrant on giving sufficient proof of his 
good conduct and fitness for any occupation, art or useful trade, 
will be entitled, on his arrival, to the following special privileges; 

1. Tobe boarded and lodged at the expense of the Na- 
tion during the time fixed by articles 45, 46 and 47. 

2. To have employment given him ia such calling or 
trade as there may be in the country, and which he 
may prefer. 

3. To be transported at the expense of the Nation to such 
locality in the Republicas he may select for residence. 

4. To import free of duty articles for personal use, clo- 
thing, furniture for domestic purposes, agricultural 
implements, tools, utensils, instruments of such arts 
and trades as thev may exercise, and one fowling- 
piece to each adult immigrant, to such amount as may 
be fixed by the Executive. 
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Arte. 20. None of the immigrant-ships referred to in the prece- 
ding articles (1) will admit more than one person to every two 
tons, This will not apply to children from xz to 8 years old, who 
are to be reckoned at the rate of x per ton. 

Arte. 21. Every passenger will be entitled to occupy 1,30 square ™, 
of space, should the height of the deck be 2,28™; to 1,33 square ™, 
should the height be 1,83 ™; and to 1,49 square™; should it be 
1,66™, This will not apply to children of less than a year old, 
and two children of less than 8 years of age will be counted as 
one passenger. 

Arte, 22, The space between decks will be at least 1,66 ™, high 
and must invariably be tree of incumbrances in order to allow of 
passengers passing to and fro, 

Arte, 23. Passengers beds will be at least 1,83 ™. long on the 
inside, by 0,50. and only two rows of beds will be allowed in 
each cabin, 

Arte, 24. Every immigrant-ship will be providnd with such 
ventilators, pumps, cooks, galleys &c, and other departments as 
are necessary for hygienic purposes, and for the security and con- 
venience of the passengers in accordance with such regulations as 
may be drawn up. 

Arte. 25, Every immigrant-ship will be provided with the re- 
quisite life-boats and life-preservers, according to the number of 
passengers. 

Arte, 26. Every immigrant-ship will carry a doctor on board, 
as also an apothecary provided with all requisite drugs. 
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Arte, 38. The landing of immigrants will be carried out at 
the expense of the Nation and by the employés appointed for the 
purpose at the Immigration Offices. 
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Arte. 42. Atthe cities of Buenos Aires, Rosario, and at all 
such others where, owing to the number of immigrants, it may 
be necessary, there will be a house for their temporary lodg- 
ment. 
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Arte. 44. At such places where there should not be any 
houses for the accomodation of immigrants, the respective Com- 
missions will proceed to board and lodge the same at public 
hotels or in other suitable ways. 

Arte, 45. Immigrants will be entitled to suitable board and 
lodging, at the expense of the Nation, for five days after lan- 
ding. 

Article 46. In case of serious illnéss which should render it 
impossible for them to remove to another habitation, at the ex- 
piration of said five days, the expense of the succeeding board 
and lodging will continue to be met by the State, as long as 
said illness continues. 

Except in such cases the continuance of immigrants at the Depot 
for more than five days will be at their own expense, at the rate of 


(1) These articles concern Immigrant-ships, 
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two shillings a day for every person more than 8 years old, 
and one shilling for every child below that age. 

Arte, 47. she regulations contained in the preceding articles 
do not include immigrants having contracts with Government 
in connection with the Colonies. All such will be entitled to board 
and lodging free of charge until transported to their destination. 

Arte, 48. The Employment Bureaux or the Immigration 
Commissions in their stead, will use their best endeavours to 
provide immigrants with employment in such art, trade, or 
calling as they may prefer.

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Advantages of the Argentine Republic 
for the European labourer and in- 
tending emigrant. 


The European labourer readily finds work here, the remu- 
neration for which is, in proportion: to expenses, so considerable 
that within a short time he is enabled to save not a little 
without having to undergo any great privations, 

In the most civilized and free countries in the world the im- 
migrant will not meet with greater personal liberty and a more 
effective security for life and property thin there is here. The 
most absolute freedom as regards his creed and the manifestation 
of his opinions, the exercise of his calling and everything connected 
with his movements is enjoyed by the foreigner in this free 
country. 

The immigrant is not obliged to serve the State in any way or 
form and the taxes he has to pay conjointly with the native inha- 
bitant are far below thuse that overburden him in Europe. 

Here, by means of some small thrift or other, the European 
labourer becomes owner of the land he desires to cultivate and 
thus instead of being a day-labourer, a mere drudge. as he was 
previously, is converted into an independent proprietor. 

‘Whatever his nationality, the European will find countrymen 
of his scattered all over the vast territory of the Republic, and thus 
has no cause to fear that owing to ignorance of the language he will 
be obliged to suffer a painful isolation, 

So healthy and mild is the climate of this country that the 
European can continue the habits acquired at home, without any 
fear on the score of health. 

Here earth, water and air are propitious to cultivation in all its 
branches, and the agriculturist has only to seleet the locality to have 
his exertions rewarded by splendid vintages and crops of sugar 
cane, wine, oil, cereals and vegetables. 

The European peasant together with the air of liberty he breathes 
here and his pecuniary and physical will-being, learns to develop 
his self-reliance and thus the mere tool that was, is very soon 
changed into a man who thinks and acts fer himself and who 
promptly throws off all subjection to the disposal of another.

Section III. 
Sales of land for agricultural purposes. 


The whole of the territories in Misiones as also such as may be 
set apart for agriculture in the Pampa, Chaco and Patagonia, are 
hereby declared to be arable and their transfer will be carried out 
on the following conditions : 

rt. Upon the approval of the plans which, in accordance 

with the provisoes of article 9, are to be drawn up by 

the Bureau of Engineers, they will be published 

together with the respective reports and distributed 

throughout the Republic and in Foreign Countries, 

2. One single person or company cannot buy less than 

25 hectares nor more than four lots or, say, 400 hectares, 
in one single section. (z) 

3. The purchase will be made by application in writing 
to the Chief of the Land Bureau who will enter ina 
special Register the day and hour of its presentation, 
stating the exact locality applied for. This entry 
will be signed by the applicant or by his duly authorized 
representative. 

4. Theprice for the sale of land in Misiones and Chaco will 
be 8 shillings the hectare and in the Pampa and 
Patagonia 6 shillings, 

5. Payment will be made in the following form: a fifth 
part cash & the remainder in four equal parts, one at 
the end of each year.

Situation—Extension—Population. 


The Argentine Republic, situated to the south of the South American Con- 
tinent, extends over nearly 35 grades of latitude and 20 of longitude (See Map), 
so that its exact extension is nearly 55239 geographical square miles or say 
3027088 square kilometres. 

This superficies (the limits of which may be seen on the map) is almost 6 times 
larger than that of Germany, almost the same number of times that of France, 
ro times that of Italy, 10 times that of England and 6 times that of Spain. 

One of the consequences of the geographical situation of the country is that 
summer here corresponds to winter in Europe, spring here to autumn there 
and in general to each european season a diametrically opposite one corresponds 
here, and that when it is midday in the city of Buenos Aires (Capital of the 
Argentine Republic), at London it is 3h. 52™ 515 p/m., at Paris gh, 2™ 46s 
at Berlin 4h. 47, at Rome 4h. 43™ 208 and at Madrid 3h, 38, 428 p/m. 

I caleulate the population of this immense mass of territory, at the beginning 
of Septem ber of this year (1882), as follows:

By the end of the year (1882) the population of the country may be reckoned 
at 3026000 inhabitants. Ofthis population 363745 are foreigners, viz: 123641 
Italians ; 55432 French; 59022 Spaniards; 8616 Germans; 17950 English and 
99084 of various other "nationalities, 

Besides the city of Buenos Aires -— the municipio of which became federalized 
by law of September 215!, 1880 and which from said time ceased to be the Capital 
of the Province of the same name and temporary capital of the Nation to become 
definitive Capital of the Republic, there are the following cities: Cordoba with 
39651 inhabitants; Rosario with 32204 inhabitants; Tucuman with 24237 
inhabitants ; besides which there are cities of more than 10000 inhabitants : Salta, 
Corrientes, Santa- Fé, Parana, Gualeguaychai, Mendoza, San Juan, San Nicolas, 
Gualeguay and Santiago ; aad towns of more than Sooo inhabitants ; Chivil- 
coy, Concepcion del Uruguay, Concordia, Barracas al Sud, Catamarca , Rio 
Earns Mercedes, Pergamino, Victoria, Rioja, Tinogasta, Goya, San Luis, 
Jujuy, San José de Flores, Lobos, Dolores, Azul. 

The new Capital of the Province of Buenos Aires called « La Plata» and 
situated in the immediate vicinity of Port Ensenada, at more or less 50 kilo- 
metres distance to the S. E. of Buenos Aires, was created by Law of May 1st 
1882, and its foundation stone laid on November roth. the same year, 

Granted that the soil of this country posseses on an average the same capacity 
for food producing for the support of the human species, and that its entvails 
contain a wealth of raw material wherewith to nourish industry on a par with 
Germany, for instance, — a most unfavourable supposition, then there is still 
room enough here for some 270 millions of souls more, and at any rate some 
100 millions individuals over and above those there are at present can live in 
this country at much greater ease than in Europe, 


Political organization. 


The Argentine Republic is composed of 14 states, which are selfgoverning 
as regards their internal administration and retain all such power as may 
not have been delegated by the National Constitution to the Federal Go- 
vernment, and all that is exercised within the federal district the seat of the 
Capital of the Nation (City of Buenos Aires) and in the national territories 
of Misiones, Chaco, Pampa and Patagonia. 

The form of government is the representative, federal republican, 

These self-governing states, called Provinces, have each their own con- 
stitution framed on that of the Nation with which it cannot clash in the 
least. The provincial constitutions are bound to insure to each Province its 
administration of justice, its municipal system and primary education. The 
Provinces elect their Governors, Legislatures and all other provincial officers, 
without any intervention on the part of the Federal Government. All ques- 
tions of a politico-administrative character between Provinces are settled by 
the Supreme Court of Justice. By the national constitution Governors of 
Provinces are the natural agents of the Federal Government as regards the 
carrying out of national laws. 

The Federal Government is composed of three Powers, Legislative, Exe- 
cutive and Judicial. 

A Congress composed of two Chambers, one of Deputies and the other 
of Senators; is invested with the Legislative Power of the Nation. Each 
Province as also the Capital of the Nation elects its Deputies by direct 
































vote of the people, by a majority of votes, at the rate of r Deputy to eve 
20000 inhabitants or a fraction not less than 10000. 

The present representation of the Provinces in Congress is as yet b 
on the late general census of the population, which was taken on ther 
16th and r7th of September 1869. The number of Deputies according to t

To elect the President, the Capital and each of the Provinces appoint by 
direct vote a body of electors equivalent to twice the number of Deputies 
Senators, they send to Congress. These electors, among whom no Deputy. 
Senator or paid employé of “the Nation can rank, meet in the respective capi 
tals of Provinces 4 months before the expiration of the presidential term.

The actual President of the Republic is Lieut.-General D. Julio A. Racd 
whose term of office commenced on Oct. 12th, 1880 and expires on Oct

The Executive functions are shared with the President by 5 Secretaries

Climate of the Argentine Republic. 


The climate of the Argentine Republic is in its central latitudes and on a 
average comparable to the temperate ones that possess most advantages: 7 
milder in winter, although rather hotter in summer, than that of Italy. Itis 
drier in the interior than in the riparian provinces, and nowhere in the country 
is it either genuinely continental nor purely maritime, being on an average ? 
mediurm between the two. Itis the climate that is suited to the health of man 
and the productiveness of the soil. ‘ 

The peoples of all the european races, whatever the origin of these may be, 
can come over to this country , without any previous acclimatisation , and 
coutinue their. usual manner of living , without the slightest danger to "their 
health. ‘The name by which the Capital of the Republic goes, Buenos any 
is most justly applicable to the whole country. 

There are no endemic diseases at all of a malignant character and epidenems 
are fortunately exceedingly rare, more so than in Europe. The death rate 
smaller than in Europe and a higher figure in longevity than in the old world 
vouch for the truth of this statement, While here there is an annual decease 
to every 52 inhabitants, in France there is one to every qt, in England to oe 


































40 inhabitants ; in Italy 1 to 33, in Germany 1 to 36 and in “Spain I to

In a country like this which, owing to its truly ocean-like pasture-grounds, 
would seem to have been purposely formed for the rearing of herds and flocks 
and whose relatively scant population at the present time finds in a pastoral life, 
that is much less tiresome and liable to all sorts of contingencies than the agri- 
cultural one, not only the necessary means of subsistence but likewise a posi- 
tive well-being, it is not to be wondered at that agriculture should rank after 
cattle-breeding. And still taking agriculture as it stands at present, we find that 
its products are not only sufficient to meet the demands of more than two millions 
and a half of inhabitants but that they provide in overmeasure for a lucrative 
exportation to Europe. On proof of this statement, and without taking into ac- 
count the rest of theagricultural products, reference can be made to the roo mil- 
lions of kilos of Indian corn and the 25 millions of kilos of flax which are the 
amount of only these two articles exported last year, and which will represent 
a net profit to the country of nearly £ 800000. 

In view of the lucrative result which is to be obtained by the cultivation of In- 
dian corn, preparations are being made to sow 80000 h. of this cereal in the 
Province of Santa Fé, and on a similar or still larger scale in the Province of 
Buenos Aires, 

The reader will be able tojudge of the fertility of these territory by comparing 
the crops with the amount of grain sown; 1 in seed representing a crop :

Tillage inthe Province of Cordoba embraces 34000 h. cultivated. with 
indian corn, wheat, barley and various kitchen garden plants. The products 
in 188r were: indian corn to the value of £ 80500; wheat: £ 150000; bar- 
ley £ Gooo and various others £ 48555, 

In the Province of Santa Fé, 834000 acres were the last year (1882) under 
tillage — 124575 bushels of wheat having been sown in the same time, and 
the total amount of crops having reached the considerable figure of £ 1071000. 

In the Province of Entre-Rios in 1881, the amount produced was £ 274911 
for wheat, indian corn, flax, barley, potatoes and various kitchen garden 
plants-covering in all 25go0o0 h. 

Among the chief cultivation of the Province of Catamarca is the vine, 
which produced in 1881, 12000 hl. of wine, which represent a value of 
£ 21600.

Agricultural Colonies. 


(ABBREVIATIONS : h.=HECTARES k,=KILOGRAMS) 


Each colony forms a nucleus of small agricultural establishments where the 
european farmlabourer and his family on their arrival in the country meet 
With every facility for the purchasing of good and cheap land, implements 
and animals for farming, and purposes even food sustenance and other articles 
of general necessity until such time as the next harvest comes round, The Na- 
tional Government, those of the provinces, the municipalities and even 
private individuals vie with each other in establishing coloniés. 

Up to the present colonists on national land has been able to become proprietor 
of a hectarea of land suitable for tillage for only 8s; in the Entre - Rios 
colonies a hectarea of land is obtainable for £3, s. 4 and even for £ 2,s.8 payable 
in 4 annual instalments, The reader would do well to glance over the Land 
Law wich has recently received legislative sanction and which may be found 
on the cover of this map. r 

The Province of Santa-Fé possesses 55 agricultural colonies, with a popu- 
lation of 54869 inhabitants, of whom 31751 are foreigners of all nationalities, 
The oldest of all these colonies, «La Esperanza», goes back as far as 1856 and 
at the present writing there are 3299 inhabitants there. These colonies cover 
a total area of 720638 h. of which 27624x are under cultivation, viz:

There are eight national colonies, viz: three in the Chaco, two in the 
Province of Entre-Rios, two inthe Province of Cordoba and one in Patagonia 
Their population amounts to a total of 9360 inhabitants of whom 7294 are 
foreigners of all nationalities. These colonies cover a total area of 93321 h. 
of which they hold 17614 h. under cultivation, viz: 8759 h, indian corn, 
7203 h. corn and 1652h. of other seed, chiefly vege ables. 

The colonies own in houses of divers constructions, mills and ranchos 2575 
buildings, valued at £70136. In general the total amount of values contained 
in these eight colonies including lands, buildings, fences, animals implements 
of labour and vehicles amounts to £ 395552. 

In the Province of Entre-Rios besides the two colonies «General Alvear« 
and «Libertad«, there are 13 already established and which possess a popula- 
tion of 5136 inhabitants settled there, over a superficies of 101375 h, There 
are several more colonies on the point of being established. 

In the Province of Buenos Aires there are two: the Swiss colony «Bajadero» 
and the German at «Olivarria» both of which are making rapid progress. The 
former has. 2590 inhabitants who own a tract of 11070 h. of land on which 
they have reaped the following crops in 188r :

The other is worked by 2551 inhabitants the majority of whom are Russo- 
Germans, who own 63116 h. of arable land the half of which is sown with 
corn, Indian corn, barley, and oats, In 188x the crop of cereals in the 
colony reached the considerable figure of 6210000 k, At the time the existing 
values of the colonie were estimated at £ 216000.

The 74506 agriculturists of the colonies own a total sum amounting to £ 
6301163 which forms an average per head, of £ 84, s, 12. The average wealth 
of the inhabitant of Spain is only £ 51, that of the inhabitant of Italy £ 47, and 
that of the inhabitant of Portugal £ 45. So that the Italian, the Spaniard and 
ee Portuguese of our colonies is considerably richer than their countryman at 

ome. 

_In short it may be said of the colonies that they are all ina prosperous con- 
dition and that the european agriculturist, thanks to the fertility of the soil, 
to the mildness of the climate and to the increasing demand for its produce, is 
able to do well with much less trouble than he has had to undergo in Europe, 
as in the said colonies there are many who on their arrival were in the most 
indigent condition and who arenow able to count on the advantages of a well- 
to-do and even a rich land owner. 


Misiones. 


The national territory of Misiones derives its name from the old Missions 
which, under the name of «Westen», had been established by the jesuits 
about the year 1631, among the indians of those parts with a view to their 
embracing christianity and becoming civilized. The said territory which at 
the time of the expulsion of the jesuits in 1767, possessed 15 settlements of 
indian christian agriculturists and nearly roo000 inhabitants is bounded to the 
North and N. E. by the rivers Parana and Iguaza, to the East and South, by 
the San Antonio Guazi, Pepiri Guazii and Uruguay rivers and to the West 
by the Itambé and Chimuay Rivers (on the frontier of the Province of 
Corrientes ), 

There are but few regions in thé Republic so suited to european coloni- 
sation on a large scale as is that of Misiones on account both of the fertility of 
the soil and the mildness and salubrity of the climate, The rich vegetation 
of its enormous virgin forests is of almost tropical exuberance, and among its 
valuable products there is the yerba-mate (Ilex Paraguayensis ) the hot infusion 
of which is, after the fashion of tea an article of general consumption in the 
river Plate and its tributaries, 

While the climate allows of the cultivation of numberless plants of the tem- 
perate zones it is favourable to the produce of the tropies inasmuch as the soil 
here is equally suitable to the growing of either corn, Indian corn, Euro- 
pean vegetables, oranges, cotton, tobacco or sugar-cane. 

Thousands of european agriculturists will invariably find in Misiones a 
most fruitful, abundant and healthy soil, to be purchased at the rate laid down 
in the Land Law (see this Law on the cover of the map). 


Value of Land. 


The value of land varies greatly, as may be supposed, and its price depends 
as much on its position as on its quality and water-supply and capacity for this, 
whether it be by irrigation or rainfall and also on a thousand other circum- 
giee which personaly concern those interested in the buying and selling 

ereof, 

In Tucuman and the inmediate vicinity of the capital of said province, the 
h, of arable land is worth from £ 12 to £ 30. Im its rural districts the h. is 
worth from £ 2,s.8 to £3. In sugar producing parts the h. is worth £ 7ESU8s 

In the immediate vicinity of the capital of the Province of Cordoba the h. of 
arable land is worth s, 12, In Entre - Rios, in the vicinity of the capital of 
said province, the h. of arable land is worth £ 2, s. 8. 

In the Province of Salta, and in the vicinity of its capital, the h. of irrigated 
land Costs from £ 48 to £ 72. At a farther distance from the capital and where 
the land is not irrigated, the h. is worth from £3 to £& 6.

On a single league of fair pasture ground 2700 hectares, in the Provinces of 
Entre Rios and Buenos Aires and with average weather , 2500 head of cattle, 
20000 sheep or 1500 mare , can graze at ease. 

Without taking the consumption thereof into account and granted an average 
weather, horned cattle is doubled, as a rule every third year, as alsosheep, and 
mares every 5, 

In the Province of Buenos Aires breeding will give on an average and with 
average weather, a net profit per annum equivalent to 12% of the capital in- 
vested in cattle, 15% or 16% of that invested in sheep-farming.

Industrial Arts. 


Where cattle - breeding and its attendant trade are the fruitfull origin of re- 
sources for a scanty population inhabiting extensive territories, and where an 
agriculture that is only just springing up offers to the activity of man a lucrative 
application for his energies, there is no room as far as profit goes, while these cir- 
cumstances continue, for more industrial arts then such as give raw material its 
first transformation by means of a single or some few easy manipulations whe- 
reby to adopt the article to a further and complete elaboration in the great Eu- 
ropean emporiums of industry, 

This is why, with the exception of sugar and flour mills and destilleries that com- 
plete the transformation of the raw material which they change into an article of 
more or less immediate consumption, we have no more important industrial arts ex- 
cept salting meat, tanning and smelting, almost al the other industrial arts be- 
longing to those that are exercised with little or no capital and by the unaided 
manual labour of the mechanic. Unless at some future day great beds of iron 
and coal, in juxtaposition, should be discovered, there is no foundation for be- 
lieving that the future of the country lies in the great manufacturing trade. 

So much the better! Its future is secured by its cattle-breeding, which is 
improving all the breeds and by agriculture which is extending all its cultivation. 
Both possess the virtue of disseminating the population over the whole country in 
a more uniform manner than large trades can do and thus will not contribute 
to the establishing of those excessively large centres of populatiou which in Eu- 
rope are already so many hot-beds of so-called social disturbances thatfor some 
time have begun to shake the whole of Europe. 

Here there is no social question, and consequently none of the disturban- 
ces that go by the same name and the European labourer who is in dread of the 
conflicts which might be brought about in his own country by the so-called so- 
cialists, can come over here in all tranquillity andlive in our midst-and before 
jong he will have got rid of all such or similar fears. 

There are in the country 21 meat-salting establishments, viz: 8 in the Province 
of Entre Rios, able to slaughter 480000 head of horned cattle anually ; 1 in the 
Province of Santa Fe; and rg in the Province of Buenos Aires, representing 
a total amount of capital of £ 1400000, 

These establishments have produced in 1861:

without reckoning the horns, hair, ash, bones, dry and salted cow and mare 
hides, the whole amounting to more or less £ 1800000. 

There is moreover at San Nicolas (see Map), a French company which éxports 
fresh meat to Europe by the freezing system: at Campana an English company 
has been started for the same purpose and a third Co. of the same kind is about 
to be formed. 

The Provinces where metaliferous mines are most worked are: La Rioja, 
Catamarca, Cordoba, San Luis and Mendoza and it is to be presumed that the 
Provinces of San Juan, Salta and Jujuy likewise contain considerable mineral 
wealth. 

In the Province of La Rioja there are regions where there are silver mines, 
and others where copper, silver'and gold, and gold are to be found. 

The silver regions employ from 300 to 360 hands and produce from 30000 
to 39000 marcs. According to Mr. Hiinicken, a mining engineer, the mare 
is worth £ 0, s. 16 d. 8 thus the annual proceeds in silver are equivalent to 
£ 25200 or £ 32600 as against £ 16800 for working the mines, 

The copper districts give employment to from 208 to 218 hands, which renders 
some £ 42140 at an expense of from £ 34030 to £ 35240. 

The copper produced in the «Mejicana» district contains 62 % copper, 270 
ounces silver to the english ton and 5 % ounces gold. Generally speaking, 
the mining business is still im its infancy among us, owing to the simple fact 
that as capital meets witha more speedy, a surer and, at times, a larger profit 
in cattle-breeding, agriculture and trade, it naturally prefers the more profi- 
table investment without our taking into account that a vigourous mining 
business requires, besides this, cheap transport and abundance of cheap fuel, of 
both of which the mining districts are as yet destitute. 

The reader may form an idea as regards the mining business in.our midst 
by consulting the following figures which represent the exportation of ores 
and metals in 1882, which was as follows:

At present the Province of Tucuman possesses 7000 h. of sugar cane and 34 
sugar mills, This lucrative sugar business is ever on the increase not only in 
the Province of Tucuman but in those of Salta, Jujuy, Santiago, Corrientes and 
the Chaco riparian districts. The national territory of Misiones has been spe- 
cially favoured by nature as regards the cultivation of sugar. To judge by the 
increase that sugar-cane planting is obtaining, we are authorized to express a 
lope that the day is not distant when the Argentine Republic will be able to 
meet its own needs in connection with the article. 

The trees that are named Cebil {Acacia Cebil) Quebracho blanco. (Aspi- 
dosperma Quebracho) Espinillo (Acacia Cavenia); Algarrobo ( Prosopis 
Algarrobo) Lecheron, Moye and others, which in the Provinces of Tucu- 
man, Salta, Jujuy and the Chaco, amount to woods, the bark, leaves, fruits and 
timber whereof contain a considerable amount of tannic matter, are highly fa- 
vourable in said Provinces, to tanned-hide: business. 

Thus we find that in the Province of Salta, there are 20 tan-yards that doa 
good trade and produce annually £ 120000 tanned hides. In the Province of 
Tucuman there are also 32 tan-yards that tanned in 1881, to the amount of 42353 
hides, valued at £ 30000. 

As regards minor trades and simpie manual occupations that there are at pre- 
sent in the country an almost exact idea may be formed by the following tabula 
statement of the chief trade-groups that the census of 1881, in the Province ot 
Buenos- Aires, presents:

Art. 18, Every article of trade imported from a foreign country for use here 
will pay duty of 25 % on the value in deposit.

Art, 2.4, The following articles may be imported duty free: 

Machinery for works and steamers, blood stock and live cattle, fresh fish, 
fresh fruit, furniture and implements belonging to immigrants and of small 
value, stamped gold and silver, in the grain, in bars or in dust, live plants, 
rails, wedges, iron transoms and screws, shunting apparatus, locomotives and 
wheels with or without axles, for railroads or tramways, iron tubes not gal- 
vanised, for gaz or water works, of a diameter of at least 75 millimetres, mer- 
cury, fan guards, combos of more than two kilos, centre-bits and special mi- 
ning powder, such seeds as the Executive may consider not to be intended for 
other but agricultural purposes, specifics for sheep diseases, articles for pur- 
poses of religions worship at the request of prelates. 

Art. 34, All kinds of produce and manufactures are free of export duty, 
with the exception of the following which will pay 6% duty on their value:

FF. Tramways 


Five Companies of Tramways, most of which are on the Livesey system, 
Cover in the Capital of the Republic a total extension of 152,85 klm. The «City 
of Buenos Aires C°.» and the «Central Tramway C°.» were established in 
1869; the «Boca and Barracas Tramway» in 1870, the «Anglo Argentine C°,» 
in 1871 and the «Belgrano Tramway C®.» in 1872. 

During the first half of the present year these several lines have employed 
roor hands, and kept 2742 horses and 193 cars, During the same time 21&7 
round journeys were made and 51743 passengers carried daily.

The fares between any two places situated within the city and on the line 
of any one Company, are 4 pence and from the city to the suburbs, according 
to the distances, from 6 pence to 9 4 pence. 

The whole of the tramways put together, carried last year 18246420 passen- 
gers, which gave gross receipts to the amount of £ 364928. 


Inside the city of Paris, in 1880 there were only 78 klm., of tramways and the | 


same year in the whole of England, Scotland and Ireland there were only 592 

klm, of tramways. ; 
In the city of Rosario since 1872 there is likewise a tramway company the 

rails of which at present cover an extension of 6 % klm. The company has 


in daily service 12 cars, 3oemployés and 60 horses. Last year 256514 passengers | 


were carried.

G. Telephones. 


Since 1881 there has been telephonic communication in the city of Buenos 


Aires (Capital of the Republic}, At first there were three telephonic Companies, 
namely: Locht’s Pantelephone, the Gower-Bell-Telephone and the Bell. The 
last mentioned united not long ago with the first. f 

The two existing companies own 1125 lines, the wires of which extend over 
2443 klm. There are 1500 subscribers, 29 offices and 205 employés. 

The subscription in the «River Plate Telephonic and Electric Light C°.» 
(Gower Bell Telephone) is £ 1, s.8 month. 

As the city of Buenos Aires excells all the large european cities in the use of 
tramways, so it excells them also in the use of telephones in as much as we 
find that there is:

City of Buenos Aires. 


(CAPITAL OF THE ARGENTINE REPUBLIC ) 


The city, situated on the right bank of the River Plate (see map) occupies an 
extension of nearly 4500 hectares and its population at present (end of the year 
1882), is 295000 inhabitants. 

While it is governed by its Town Council it is likewise under National juris- 
diction owing to its having been federalized by law of Congress of Septr. 21, 1880. 

The City is the seat of the National Government, of an Archbishoprie and 
of all the foreign diplomatic representation accredited as such to the Govern- 
ment of the Republic. 

Terminus of 5 railways, the city possesses a University with 3 Faculties, na- 
mely of Law and Social Science, of Medicine, and of Physico Mathematic Sci- 
ences, a Museum of Natural History (which belongs to the Province of Buenos 
Aires) and which owns very valuable specimens of the fossil fauna of this part 
of the American Continent ; a Museum of Anthropology and Archeology (which 
is being formed and belongs to the Province of Buenos Aires ), a National and 
various other Libraries for the people and others belonging to the various depart- 
ments of the administration — a most important Custom House which takes 
yearly cognizance of a home and foreign trade to the amount of £ 22200000 — a 
Mint— an Immigrants Home — 9 Market places —a large Penitentiary;— 11 
Hospitals— 2 Lunatic Asylums— 1 Foundling Asylum — 1 Mendicant Id— 1 
Womens Hous of Correction — zr Orphan Asylum — 1 Pensioners Home — 
xr Maternal Asylum — 7 Banks — 8 Theatres — 1 Commercial Exchange — 45 
printing offices of journals, perodicals and divers reviews &. 

A fine park \«3 de Febrero Park») where there are several zoological collec- 
tions, is the favourite rendez-vous of Buenos Aires society. Chis park, two other 
promenades and ro public squares with 14 fountains, the whole suitably shaded 
by avenues of trees, forms the lungs of the city, 

Three gas companies light the city, one of which {La Primitiva de Gas) was 
established in 1836; they own 355 klm. of piping which send the gas to 204200 
private and 3067 public jets. The far-off streets of the city are lighted with 1380 
kerosene-oil lamps of which on an average consume 8321 k a month, at a cost 
of £438. The public gas lighting consumes 69366 cubic metres a month and 
costs £ 2654. ; 

During the first half year in 1882, 6002 houses provided with water, the average 
consumption was 175840043 litres, and 16734820 litres were paid for by the 
water-carriers. There are rr90 pipes for cases of fire. 

The paving of the city is irregularin ro2 klm,;in 21 klm, ic is of square stone 
blocks and 6 are of macadam. The substitution of all the irregular paving for 
square bloks is only a question ot time. 

Underground there are 63000 metres of drains in the city, of which only 
45000 metres are in actual use for carrying off rain water. 

As regards tramways and telephones, see paragraph headed «Means of Com- 
munication». 

In 1881 there were in the city 22701 proprietors, whose property was valued 
by the Income Tax Commissioners at £ 38135090, of which 5°/,,, or £ 190675 
were paid to meet said tax.

This bank receives voluntary deposits for not less than £3,s.4. The deposits 

gain interest if they last 60 days ; when this term has expired they gain interest 
from the first day. Interest is paid at the commencement of the month on the 
withdrawal of deposits and such as should not have been recovered in the course 
of the year are annually passed on to capital account. Every deposit for a fixed 
term is entered in an account - book which the bank furnishes the depositor, 
and in which moreover payments for interest are entered, none of which are 
made except after due inspection of saidaccount-book. The bank receives com- 
mercial deposits as recoverable at any moment which are as the foregoing ones; 
it receives deposits in gold, payable at sight, which do not gain interest, and for 
terms of 60 or go days, or longer. which are paid back in gold currency. Three 
times a week it discounts bills bearing responsible signatures at 90 days, as also 
commercial promissory notes at from 7 days to six months on condition of the 
obligations being met in full on becoming due, It also discounts, in gold coin, 
commercial promissory notes for not more than 1 quarter of a year, on condi- 
tion of payment being made in specie. It draws at 3 days sight on its own 
branches, which grant simple and crossed cheques on the bank. It negotiates 
drafts on the principal markets of Europe. It lends money to the National 
Government and to that of Buenos Aires, with the consent of the Legislature; 
it also lends money to industrial undertakings radicated in the interior of the 
country, on certain fixed guarantees. By means of the Bank the Government 
of the Province makes payments in Europe, enters into contracts and guaran- 
tees certain public works. 

The foregoing data in connection with the Bank of the Provincc, to which 
may be added those of the «Italian and River Plate Bank», together with such 
as bear on the distribution of landed property among the various nationalities, 
will afford a sufficiently good idea of the prosperity enjoyed here by foreignersr 
the greater part of whom on their arrival had no more capital than such as thei, 
pysical strength furnished them with,

Besides the University there is a National College here for preliminary studies 
previous to entering the University; there are also 2 Normal Schools, one 
for boys and the other for girls, for the education of elementary teachers.

By a school-census taken by order of the National Council of Education, in 
the month of May 1882, it is shown that there were: 
152 public schools, with 505 masters (men and women) and 19543 pupils 
(boys and girls); and 
112 private schools, whith 458 masters (men and women) and gogr pupils 
(boys and girls), besides 1323 children who received education at 
home. 
On the 15th. of Mareh of last year a Continental Industrial Exhibition was 
opened in this city which was closed on July 23rd. At this exhibition, which 


was visited by nearly 500000 persons there were 2038 home and 1104 foreign 


exhibitors, the exhibits amounting to almost 100,000. 


The municipal administration of the city is attended to by means of a budget 


of £ 440279, (1883), based on an estimate of ways and means of £ 461088. 
The police force which consists of 1834 persons, 1510 sergeants, corporals and 


men, 197 Officers, inspectors &c and 584 connected with the Depart. (including | 


the Chief of the Force) keep order and watch over public security. 
The firemen, chief, officers and men, are 163 in number.

Preparatory training for university and technical curricula is given at 14 
National Colleges established as follows : in the Capital, at the city of Rosario, 
Cérdoba, Tucuman, Concepcion del Uruguay, Corrientes, Salta, Mendoza, 
San Juan, San Luis, Rioja, Catamarca, Jujuy and Santiago del Estero. At 
these 14 colleges there were last year 266 masters and 2944 pupils who attended 
a secondary course and the preparatory one at the schools attatched to the 
colleges. 

Training for teachers for primary schools is given at 5 Normal Schools for 
Masters which are situated in the Capital, at Parana, at Tucuman, Mendoza 
and Catamarca; and at 9 Normal Schools for Lady Teachers, which are estab- 
lished in the Capital. at Rosario, Concepcion del Uruguay, Mendoza, San Juan, 
Catamarca, Salta, Santiago del Estero and Corrientes

Primary instruction was given last year at 1985 national, provincial, municipal 
or private schools where there were 354. masters to 128919 pupils. 

Besides these educational establishments there is a school of arts and trades 
in the Provinve of Buenos Aires capable of holding 600 pupils, a veterinary 
and agronomical school, and 4 military academies — the naval school, the mili- 
tary school, the school of naval officers and the school of corporals and 
sergeants — the expenses of which are met by the National Government and 
an account of which is given in the paragraph headed «Military Forces». 

In short there are in the Argentine Republic for every grade of teaching 
2023 divers establishments with 4097 masters and teachers of both sexes, who 
teach 136928 pupils of both sexes. 

Under the heading «Expenses and Supplies» will be found the outlay of 
the State in Public Education. The Provinces and Municipalities remarkably 
increase the amount alotted by the National Budget to Education. 

The chief scientific establishments are: the Astronomical Observatory, the 
Central Metereolcgical Bureau and the National Academy of Science at Cor- 
doba; the Museum of Natural History, the Archeological and Anthropological 
Museum, the Hydrographic Bureau, the Marine Observatory and the Argentine 
Geographical Institute, at Buenos Aires. 

There are moreover several private scientific associations, for the furthering 
of geographical, medical, pharmaceutical and scientific pursuits in general. 

In all the Capitals of Provinces and towns of any. importance there are 
public libraries, either national, provincial or municipal. Thus, for instance, 
in the Province of Buenos Aires alone there are 49 public libraries, on whose 
shelves are to be found 77581 volumes of divers works. In the Province of 
Santa Fé there are 8 libraries containing 11338 books; in the Province of 
Entre Rios, there are 18 libraries, and so cn in the other provinces. : 

The pericdical and more especially the political press, has numerous pub- 
lic organs throughout the Republic and above all in the Capital, where there 
is a daily paper that prints coco numbers a day, that has a yearly expendi- 
ture of £ 24c00 and that puts in circulation yearly capital to the amount of 
£ 120000. Of journals. whose issue exceeds 5000, there are several. In the 
city of Buenos Aires alone, there are 98 daily papers, periodicals and divers 
reviews, of which 3 are written in German, 5 in Italian, 3 in French and 
3 in English. In the Province of Cordoba there are 6 periodicals, political 
ard literary, 2 of which are technical and 2 scientific. In the Province of Entre- 
Rios the resare 33 journals and periodicals; in the Province of Santa Fé there 
tre g journals and yeriodicals, of which x is in German and 2 are in Italian; 
in the Province of Tucuman there are 4 periodical publications which about 
6000 readers; 50 in the Province of Buenos Aires, and so on, 
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Public Charities— Associations— and Relief. 


There are a great many associations of a charitable nature or for mutual 
relief, which are spread over the whole of the inhabited portion of the Re- 
public. Thus there are in the Province of Buenos Aires 141 societies for 
charity and mutual relief (15500 members) and moreover there are 14 hos- 
pitals. In the Province of Mendoza there are 7 associations, four of which 
are for charitable purposes, and x for mutual relief. . At the hospital there 
is in said province, in the course of the year 1116 men and 873 women were 
attended to, The province of Cordoba has 3 charitable associations, 12 for 
mutual relief and diffusion of knowledge, 3 of a scientific and literary na- 
ture, 2 hospitals, 1 orphan asylum, 1 school for orphans and x mendicants 
asylum, These associations have in all 1283 members who at the end of 
December 1882, owned a capital of £5033. 

In the Province of Entre Rios there are 16 charitable associations, 30 for 
mutual relief, of aJl nationalities, and 4 hospitals. 

In the Province of Tucuman there are 3 charitable associations, 5 for 
mutual relief, 2 hospitals and one mendicants asylum. 

In the Province of Santa Fé there are 8 assotiations for mutual relief, of 
all nationalities, 2 hospitals and x house of correction. Moreover these are 
more or les the figures as regards all the other Provinces. In the Ciy of 
Buenos Aires, the number of persons assisted up to the 31st of December 
was as follows :

Army and Navy. 


The Republic, at peace with all her neighbours and completely foreign 
to ambitious views as to conquest, requires but a small number of regular 
troops in order to protect her populated zones against Indian inroads, Thus 
the troops of the line were composed last year, (1882), of 
12 regiments of infantry with 25 superior officers, 228 officers 3626 men

making a total of superior and other officers and of men — of 7518. The 
artillery has 50 guns, including the heavy ones for fortification, 

The navy has 3 ironclads, 1 torpedo ship, 6 gunboats, 2 transports, 6 des- 
patch boats, 10 smaller ships (cruisers and steam-launches) and the Rio Negro 
flotilla, formed of 3 steamers and 3 barges, to all of which there is still a 
sailing corvette to be added. All such as may be considered fighting ships 
are mounted with long range guns. But the real strength of the Republic 
consists in the people under arms, who form an army of 350000 men which 
is called the National Guard. 

The body of army and navy officers annually receives fresh additions 
from among the pupils who leave the military and naval schools. The 
military academy last year had 14 masters and 123 students and the naval 
school 17 masters and 69 students. Besides these there is another for the 
forming of non commissioned officers with 6 masters and 68 boys and a navy 
school with 9 masters and 43 boys. The army and navy are recruited by 
voluntary enlistment for a fixed period.

Immigrants on arrival at Buenos Aires are landed together with their luggage 
at the expense of the Argentine Gorvernment which lodges and boards them 
at the Home for 5 days gratis. During this interval work is found for them 
without their being charged any commission and they are at liberty to select 
both the locality and the kind of work they may prefer. The Argentine Go- 
vernment likewise gives them a free passage from the Immigrants’ Home to the 
place selected by the immigrant to work at.

The following wages are at present offered to labourers:

These prices refer to the City of Buenos Aires, where, as in all the Capitals 
of the world, everything is dear on account of the great agglomeration of con- 
sumers. In the Provinces and in the rural districts in general, foed produced 
in the country are considerably cheaper than in said Capital. 


Immigration. 

If you come to consider the conditions a country requires to be thought 
fit to receive the excess of population flowing from european sources in such a state 
that the latter may have hopes of good prospects we find that to a rela- 
tive depopulation and consequent cheapness of land with want of men to till 
the soil, you must add a mild and temperate climate which will induce 
the immigrants to establish in the land of his adoption and continue. his old 
manner of living, without being obliged to habituate himself to a new system; 
there should be a complete security for persons and property guaranteed by the 
laws and tribunals; there should also exist, at the very least, as much li- 
berty of action and of thoughtas the immigrants enjoyed at his own country; 
there should likewise exist proper means of communication which would fa- 
facilitate an easy and cheap traffic between the parties, their ideas and their 
industrial products; and lastly there should reign throughout the country where 
the immigrants directs his steps a grade of civilization in all equal to that 
which is to be found in the most part of european governments. y 

All these conditions are to be found in the highest degree in the Argentine 
Republic. In the few years of its existence as an independent nation, it has 
gone through a sequence of internal convulsions, natural to all countries 
which in one leap jump away from alJ rade political institutions of the 
dark ages to arrive at once to the most perfect ones known in modern times.’ 

This series of internal disturbances which fortunately have completely 
disappeard owing to its actual President Lieut. General Julio A. Rocaused to 
scare as is easly supposed, all immigration which requires order and peace 
to enable it to prosper—on the other side the authorities continually consecra 
ting thire attentions to crushing one revolution here, another there, had neither 
time nor temper of mind to dedicate themselves thoroughly to the progress of 
immigration—to this you must yet add the insecurity of the frontiers on 
the indian territory when they constantly invaded committing the most start- 
ling depradations of lives and property. : 

This scourge of civilization and of the prosperity of the Argentine Re- 
public was done away with by the actual President in his memorable cam- 
paign which he carried out jn the months of April, May and June of 1879, 
an enterprise which for ever will record in Argentine History the name of, 
its author in the highest degree. The Indiansare now driven in to the recesses 
of the Cordillera in Patagonia where they are watched by troops of theline 
at the shortest possible distance; thousand of leagues of land have been snat- 
ched from the savage grasped and given over to cattle farms and agricul- 
tural purposes; great numbers of captives have been returned to their homes; 
people and their property are completely secured aganist future trespasses ; 
and the public wealth in a few months rose by many millions. 

These were the effects of the daring expedition aganist the Indians in 1879. 

Acquainted with the above told data, it will not cause surprise to know 
that in the 13 years 1870/1882 we should only have had 556122 immigrants, 
or which is the same an average number of 42000 per annum. 

Things are changed now, most perfect peace reign throughout the land wi- 
thin and without and the national authorities give all their most serious 
attention to the progress of immigration whichthey wish to protect by all means 
in their power. 

Immigration may then flow in and with thorough confidence in the fu- 
ture, to these hospitalary shores, 

The climate is of the finest known; the land that may be occupied by im- 
migrants is much more fertile and far cheaper thananywhere; the demand of men 
for agricultural purposes is far superior to the offering, which is a guarantee 
before hand of good wages; the security of lives and property is completely 
waraanted. Freedom of action, thoughtand worship, is notless that which is con- 
ferred by the statutes in the United-States and as far as concerns the means 
of communication of every kind, it will suffice for the reader to run over 
the paragraph which touches this subject for him to judge and find that in 
proportion to its inhabitants few countries in the world are superior to us 
on this subject. 

Therefore the Argentiue Republic fully satisfies all the conditions a country 
requires to attend advantageously to a strong current of european immigration, 

The proof of which is the obvious welfare of the european laborers 
who are settled in the Province of Santa Fé (see paragraph on Colonies). 

The Argentine Republic less populated throughout than the United Statesye 
with a milder and more healthy climate and which suits more to the european 
that of the great states of America, and endowed with all the other 
advantages which this can boast of, our country offers the immigrant far 
superior probabilities of a speedy success than the United States. The very 
depopulation of the Argentine Republic, the consequent demand of hands 
and the low price of land all of which is in a far minor scale in the United 
States because these have the greater part of their territory as densely popu- 
lated as many countries in Europe, say all in favour of the above assertion.

‘Arte. 17. Property is inviolable and no inhabitant of the coun- 
try can be-deprived of such as he may have except by virtue 
of a lawful decision of a Court. Expropriation on account of 
public utility must be qualified by law and indemnity previ- 
ously given. Congress alone can impose tho taxation spoken of 
in Arte, 4. No personal service can be exacted except by virtue 
of the law or of a decision founded thereon. 

Every author or inventor is the exclusive owner of his work, 
invention or discovery for. such period as the law may fix, — 

Confiscation of property is forever erased from the Argentine 
Penal Code. : : 

“No armed force can make requisitions nor exact help of any kind. 


Arte. 18. No inhabitant of the country can be condemned to 
punishment without previously being trind according to law 
enacted before the suit, neither can he be judged by special 
commissions. nor transferred from the jurisdiction of the judges 
appointed by law, enacted previous to the trial of the case. No 
one can be obliged to depose against himself ; “nor can he be 
arrested except by written warrant of the competent authorities. © 
The defense of the person and of rights before a court is invio- 
lable.’ One’s house is inviolable, as is, also epistolary correspon- 
dence and private payers, ‘and a law will determine in what 
cases'and with what warrants the former may be entered and the 
latter taken. possession of. Capital punishment for political 
motives, every kind of torment and the lash are done away with 
for ever. The prisons of the Nation are to be healthy and clean, 
their object being to secure and not to punish the accused therein 
detained and for every measure that on the pretext of precaution 
should tend to inflict.on them more pain than said precaution 
may require, the judge who should authorize it will be responsible, 

Art®. 19. Such of man’s private acts as do not in any 
way offend public order and morality nor cause damage to a third 
party belong to God alone and do not. come under the jurisdiction 
of magistrates. No inhabitant of the nation shall be obliged todo 
what is not enjoined by law, nor shall be be deprived from 
doing. what the law does not forbid. : ee 


Arte. 20. Foreigners on the territory of the Republic enjoy 
all the civil rights of the citizen: they can exercise their calling, - 
trade and profession; own, buy and transfer landed property; 
navigate the rivers and coast along the shores; freely practise 
their creed, make wills and marry in accordance with the laws. 
They are not bound to admit citizenship nor to pay forced ex- 
traordinary contributions. They obtain nationalization by resi- 
ding in the country for two whole consecutive years but the 
respective authority can lessen this term in favour of an appli- , 
cant who should take the ground of and prove his having done : 
services to the State. 


Arte, 21. Every: Argentine citizen, is bound to take up arms 
in defense of his country and of. this Constitution, in accor- 
dance . with such respective laws as Congress; may ‘enact and 
Citizens by natu- .
